The next step, if this one does not 
bring quick results, w ill be to recog­ 
nize the belligerency of the revolu­ 
tionists.

would cause the president to w ith­ 
hold his order. 
In the proclamation 
issued, 
however, 
the

is 
mane that it “ is desirable to place the 
United States, with reference to the 
exportation of arms or munitions of 
w ar to Mexico, in the same position 
as other powers.” 
This is the only reference made to 
the fact that Japanese dealers have 
teen shipping arms to Huerta. 
W a r department officials, while not 
protesting openly against the procla­ 
mation, had informed the president 
that by arming the revolutionists the 
adm inistration is raising a menace to 
the United States in case it ultim ately 
would be necessary to send troops 
Into Mexico. 
Villa, who was apprised in advance 
that the administration in W ashing­ 
ton would raise the embargo soon, al­ 
ready has ordered several carloads of 
arms and munitions.

The administration expects its order 
to bring about the quick fall of Mex­ 
ico City. 
It expects that V illa will 
consent to the presidency of General 
Carranza, the nominal leader of the 
revolution. Charge d'Affaires O’Shaugh- 
n e ssy has been instructed to see that 
no violence is done to Huerta or oth­ 
er officers of the present regime when 
the revolutionists take the city. 
V illa has threatened to kill all the 
Spaniards captured on the groundu 
that they have been aiding Huerta. It 
Is feared that a reign of terror will ex­ 
ist in Mexico for some time, but it is 
understood that assurances have been 
given by V illa and Carranza that for­ 
eign citizens w ill be protected and 
that none of the Arnercian guns will 
be turned against Am erican citizens. 
The president’s executive order em­ 
phasized that it is the desire of the 
United States to be in the same posi­ 
tion of neutrality toward the contend­ 
ing factions in Mexico as are the oth­ 
er powers. 
Am erican embassies and legations 
abroad were instructed last Saturday 
to inform foreign governments of the 
decision. 
Sim ilarly Secretary Bryan 
on Monday informed the members of 
the diplomatic corps here. 
This was 
in line with the policy announced at 
the beginning of the present adminis­ 
tration here of keeping the nations of 
the world 
informed of the 
develop­ 
ments in the Mexican policy of this 
government. 
Shipm ent of arms and ammunition 
from the United States into Mexico 
has been one of the principal levers 
of Am erican influence in the Mexican 
situation and has been the storm cen­ 
ter 
of agitation 
ever 
since 
armed 
revolution began in Mexico in Novem­ 
ber, 1910.

The m atter of having gas supplied 
by a plant built by St. ('loud capi­ 
talists, as expressed in the ordinance 
recently passed by a 6 to 4 vote of 
the council, is at present in the hands 
of Mayor R. A. H enning for consid­ 
eration. 
On Tuesday m orning the mayor 
took the gas ordinance from the city 
clerk’s office and will have Ave days 
to consider it before he need add his 
signature or w ithhold his name. 
People of th e city and housewives 
especially have at various times ap­ 
pealed to the council for the installa­ 
tion of gas service. 
At no time has 
as much progress been made by any 
council in the securing of iMs publ'c 
utility in Brainerd, as by the pres­ 
ent councilmen. 
By a 6 to 4 vote the franchise was 
granted the St. Cloud men and (Hey 
are financially able to commence im ­ 
mediate operations to install the plant 
and to lay the mains.

The destruction wrought by the vol­ 
cano Sakurashima, in Japan, following 
so soon after the outbreak of volcanic 
Ambrym. in the south seas, lias called 
attention to a modern theory which 
has found rapid acceptance and of 
which one of tile chief exponents is 
Professor Pickering of Harvard.
